Meet  the  Candidates 

Democratic  contenders  for  the  2nd  Suffolk  State  Senate  District  Wilkerson  and 
Chang-Diaz  talk  about  the  issues  at  AACA  Community  Forum

The  seat  in  the  state  Senate 
;  for  the  Second  Suffolk  District  is 
up  for  grabs  this  year  as  incum¬ 
bent  Dianne  Wilkerson  and  chal¬ 
lenger  Sonia  Chang-Diaz  vie  for 
the  Democratic  Party's  nomina¬ 
tion.  The  winner  of  that  contest 
will  face  Socialist  opponent 
William  Leonard.  "The  fight  to 
win  legalization  for  all  undocu¬ 
mented  immigrants  is  life-and- 
death  question  for  the  entire 
labor  movement,"  Leonard  said 
in  a  press  release.  "Employers 
bring  in  immigrant  workers  to 
try  to  push  down  wages  and 
conditions  for  all  workers.  They 
want  a  layer  of  the  working 
class  permanently  vulnerable 
to  deportation,  who  will  keep 
their  heads  down  in  the  face  of 
abuse  and  who,  the  bosses  hope, 
will  be  too  afraid  to  join  union 
struggles." 

On  September  3,  the  Asian 
American  Civic  Association, 
publisher  of  the  Sampan,  hosted 
Wilkerson  and  Chang-Diaz  in 


a  Community  Forum  to  answer 
question  relevant  to  the  China¬ 
town  community.  Half  of  the 
questions  had  been  pre-selected, 
with  the  other  half  coming 
from  the  audience.  Discussion 
ranged  from  the  issue  of  fully 
transliterated  ballots,  which  both 
candidates  support,  to  affordable 
housing,  which  both  see  as  very 
important,  though  Wilkerson 
ultimately  would  like  to  see  less 
need  for  as  economic  opportuni¬ 
ties  are  increased. 

Wilkerson  traces  her  roots  to 
the  South,  where  her  family  ex¬ 
perienced  racial  persecution  and 
decided  to  move  to  the  North. 
She  received  her  bachelor's 
degree  from  American  Interna¬ 
tional  College  in  Massachusetts 
and  earned  her  Juris  Doctor 
from  Boston  College  as  a  single 
mother. 

In  an  interview  with  the 
Sampan,  Wilkerson  shares  her 
views  on  public  policy  concern¬ 
ing  Chinatown  and  the  Massa¬ 


chusetts  immigrant  community 
at  large. 

Sonia  Chang-Diaz,  30,  has 
a  peculiar  last  name,  which  is 
half-Chinese  and  half -Spanish. 
Chang-Diaz's  Chinese  heritage 
traces  back  to  her  great  grandfa¬ 
ther,  Chen  Wen  Ting,  who  lived 
in  Guandong  at  the  turn  of  the 
20th  century.  Chen  participated 
in  the  Chinese  revolution  led  by 
Dr.  Sim  Yat-sen,  which  ended 
the  Qing  Dynasty  and  founded 
the  Republic  of  China  .  Chen  lat¬ 
er  fled  China  for  Hawaii  to  avoid 
political  persecution  but  found 
himself  in  Costa  Rica  instead. 
Chang-Diaz's  father,  Franklin 
Chang-Diaz's  immigrated  to  the 
United  States  from  Costa  Rica 
and  later  became  the  first  Latino 
astronaut  in  the  U.S. 

Growing  up  in  Newton, 
Massachusetts,  Chang-Diaz  at¬ 
tended  public  schools  and  later 
received  her  bachelor's  degree  in 
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ah-Lin!

This  has  been  an  excit¬ 
ing,  and  many  say,  historic 
electoral  season,  with  the 
coming  end  of  President 
Bush's  time  in  office,  and  a 
hotly-contested  presiden¬ 
tial  race  between  Democrat 
Barack  Obama  and  Repub¬ 
lican  John  McCain,  ener¬ 
gizing  voters  from  across 
the  political  spectrum.

Wilkerson  and  Chang-Diaz 
have  taken. 

Wilkerson  closed  her 
argument  for  her  candida¬ 
cy  by  saying  she  has  been 
fighting  for  her  constitu¬ 
ents  and  has  seen  results, 
and  that  "nobody  does 
it  better."  Chang-Diaz, 
who  challenged  Wilkerson 
in  2006  but  lost,  ended 
saying  "There  are  serious 
challenges."  Continuing, 
"Change  is  possible  on  all 
of  these  issues." 

Wilkerson  has  faced 
her  share  of  political 
criticism  in  the  past,  of¬ 
ten  stemming  from  her 
personal  finances.  Her 
troubles  have  not,  so  far, 
kept  her  out  of  elected 
office.  Chang-Diaz  would 
like  to  offer  voters  the 
chance  to  have  many  of  the 
same  progressive  views 
that  Wilkerson  holds,  only 
without  the  baggage. 

The  primary  will  be 
held  on  Tuesday,  Septem¬ 
ber  16.  The  deadline  to 
register  has  passed.  The 
general  election  is  Tues¬ 
day,  November  4,  and  the 
registration  deadline  is 
October  22.

On  the  Issues 

Sonia  Chang-Diaz

Sampan:  Could  you  tell  us 
about  where  you  grew  up 
and  where  you  received  your 
education? 

Chang-Dihz :  I  grew  up  in 
Newton,  Massachusetts  with 
my  sister  and  mother  while  my 
mother  was  working  toward  her 
master’s  degree  In  social  work. 
She  has  since  dedicated  her 
career  to  helping  those  most 
forgotten  in  our  society— from 
adults  with  mental  illness,  to 
foster  children  in  need  of  loving 
families,  to  at-risk  toddlers  and 
infants  in  Dorchester.  My 
father,  an  immigrant  to  this 

county  from  Costa  Rica,  served  the  United  States  for  about  20 
years  as  an  astronaut  and  scientist  with  NASA.  My  parents  were 
integral  parts  of  my  education— setting  a  strong  example  for  my 
sister  and  me  of  the  importance  of  sen/ice  to  community. 

Sampan:  What  is  your  view  of  the  big  developments  that  are  be¬ 
ing  proposed  in  Chinatown? 

Chang-Diaz :  The  approach  that  I'll  always  take  when  it  comes 
to  development  in  the  neighborhood  is  * How  do  we  best  benefit 
the  residents?"  and  “How  do  we  preserve  the  unique  character 
of  Chinatown  for  future  generations?”  Winning  on  both  of  these 
questions  requires  a  lot  of  balancing:  we  need  to  set  strong  stan¬ 
dards  for  affordable  housing  so  that  we  can  keep  Chinatown’s 
families  here,  and  green  space  inclusion  so  we  can  keep  the 
neighborhood  healthy  and  livable.  But  we  also  need  to  recognize 
that  it  takes  some  density  and  commercial  development  in  order 
to  finance  affordable  housing  and  green  space.  My  approach  will 
be  to  get  into  the  details  and  find  out  how  we  can  strike  the  most 
advantageous  balance  for  the  community. 

Additionally,  I'll  see  it  as  part  of  my  job  as  State  Senator  to  be  a 
fighter  for  answers  and  transparency  for  Chinatown  residents, 
throughout  the  decision-making  processes  on  development. 

Sampan:  What  do  you  think  about  the  problem  of  there  not  being 
enough  affordable  housing  in  the  area? 

Chang-Dibz  :The  state  government  plays  a  vital  role  in  making 
affordable  housing  production  possible  for  private  developers  and 
in  funding  first-time  and  low-income  home  ownership  programs 
-  through  the  Affordable  Housing  Trust  and  Housing  Stabiliza¬ 
tion  Funds.  I  support  the  Governor’s  Housing  Bond  bill  but  also 
believe  we  must  address  the  state’s  on-going  revenue  problems 
in  order  to  invest  adequately  in  these  housing  funds.  This  will 
involve  closing  remaining  corporate  loopholes,  without  giving 
away  the  benefits  of  such  savings  by  granting  further  corporate 
tax  cuts:  ensuring  that  no  public  monies  are  spent  on  private 
development  that  does  not  involve  verifiable  public  benefit;  and 
speaking  out  strongly  against  current  attempts  to  rollback  the 
income  tax. 

Sampan:  What  do  you  feel  about  Chinatown  residents’  fears  of 
gentrification? 

Chang-Diaz :  These  fears  are  well  founded  because  Chinatown 
has  such  proximity  to  prime  downtown  locations.  It  will  be  priority 
for  me  to  preserve  the  character  and  accessibility  of  neighbor¬ 
hoods  and  make  sure  that  the  development  we're  doing  benefits 
those  in  the  neighborhood,  rather  than  displacing  them.  As  a 
State  Senator,  I  would  want  to  look  at  look  at  creative  ideas  like 
varying  the  inclusionary  zoning  laws  to  recognize  &  harness  the 
different  market  forces  that  exist  in  different  neighborhoods.  For 
example,  space  in  downtown  can  command  a  higher  price  than 
in  outer  city  neighborhoods.  As  a  result,  it  gives  the  community 
greater  leverage  In  getting  increased  affordable  housing  com¬ 
mitments.  In  addition,  I  would  be  guided  by  the  principle  that 
we  should  always  take  the  opportunities  we  can  and  that  are 
sensible  to  take  to  hold  the  line  against  gentrification. 

Sampan:  What  is  your  view  on  undocumented  immigrants  in 
Massachusetts? 

Chang-Diaz :  As  a  State  Senator  I  would  work  to  protect  access 
to  state-based  education  and  health  related  services  without  re¬ 
gard  to  documentation  status;  effectively  delivering  the  message 
that  such  policy  is  both  fair  and  humane  AND  good  economics 
for  the  Commonwealth.  In  addition,  I  would  oppose  all  attempts 
to  criminalize  immigrants.  We  have  seen  the  impact  of  the  New 
Bedford  raid  -  separating  families,  mothers  from  children.  We 
have  also  seen  the  impact  on  the  entire  immigrant  community 
when  indiscriminant  raids  like  those  undertaken  in  Nassau 
County  earlier  this  year  unfairly  target  legal  immigrants.  Further, 

I  would  oppose  all  hate-mongering  and  will  speak  out  against 
those  who  use  radio  and  other  media  to  spread  disrespect  and 
abuse.  Finally,  I  would  work  with  the  community  and  our  Con¬ 
gressional  delegation  to  press  for  a  coherent  policy  at  the  federal 
level  rather  than  accept  the  status  quo  and  pursue  ineffective 
policy  at  the  State  level. 


Dianne  Wilklerson 
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Sampan:  Could  you  tell  us 
about  where  you  grew  up 
and  where  you  received  your 
education? 

Wilkerson:  I  was  born  in 
Pine  Bluff,  Arkansas  in  my 
grandmother’s  shotgun 
shack,  because  the  local 
hospital  did  not  allow  black 
women  entry  to  deliver 
children.  To  escape  the  racial 
harassment  from  the  Ku  Klux 
Klan  prominent  in  the  South 
at  the  time,  my  family  moved 
to  Springfield,  Massachusetts. 
I  grew  up  in  Springfield  attend¬ 

ing  elementary,  junior  high, 
the  High  School  of  Commerce  and  the  American  International 
College,  graduating  with  a  B.S.  in  Public  Administration.  I  came 
to  Boston  30  years  ago  this  week  to  attend  Boston  College  Law 
School  and  earned  my  J.D.  in  1981.1  served  as  the  first  African 
American  female  to  clerk  in  the  Massachusetts  Appeals  Court 
and  then  went  on  to  become  the  first  African  American  female  to 
serve  as  Deputy  Counsel  to  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Judicial 
Court.  In  1985 1  was  recruited  by  former  Gov.  Michael  Dukakis  to 
serve  as  his  Assistant  Legal  Counsel.  The  only  way  I  was  able 
to  achieve  what  I  have  is  through  education.  I  came  to  Boston  to 
attend  law  school  as  a  single  mom  knowing  full  well  that  taking 
advantage  of  Massachusetts'  incredible  academic  institutions 
was  a  critical  component  to  my  future  and  my  success.  I  went  on 
to  become  the  first  African  American  female  to  obtain  a  partner¬ 
ship  in  a  major  law  firm  in  Boston  and  then  in  1992  was  elected 
the  first  African  American  female  elected  to  the  Massachusetts 
State  Senate. 

Sampan:  What  is  your  view  of  the  big  developments  that  are  be¬ 
ing  proposed  in  Chinatown? 

Wilkerson:  I  think  that  we  have  to  be  vigilant  to  make  sure 
that  the  big  development  doesn’t  come  at  the  expense  of  the 
fragile  cultural  network  and  safety  net  that  so  many  Chinatown 
residents,  particularly  seniors,  rely  on.  One  of  those  big  develop¬ 
ments,  Parcel  24,  has  the  potential  to  be  a  positive  for  the  China¬ 
town  community.  I  have  been  an  long-time  enthusiastic  supporter 
of  the  proposed  mixed-income,  mixed-use  development  on 
Parcel  24  that  will  provide  much  needed  housing  while  restoring 
the  fabric  of  the  neighborhood  that  existed  40  years  ago.  The 
proposed  development  by  Parcel  24  Limited  Liability  Corporation 
(“LLC”)  will  transform  what  is  now  a  vacant  lot  back  into  a  vibrant, 
residential  block  of  Chinatown  and  provide  a  new  connection  to 
and  from  the  South  Station  Connector  and  Chinatown  Gateway 
parcels.  In  addition  to  stabilizing  the  residential  base  in  China¬ 
town  with  an  exceptional  amount  of  affordable  and  market-rate 
homeownership  units,  the  proposed  project  will  benefit  local 
businesses  with  additional  customers,  and  extend  the  Kneetand 
Street  commercial  corridor. 

Sampan:  What  do  you  think  about  the  problem  of  there  not  being 
enough  affordable  housing  in  the  area? 

Wilkerson:  I  have  been  in  favor  of  local  initiatives  to  keep  housing 
affordable  and  available  to  families  long  before  coming  to  the 
State  Senate.  However,  I  think  we  must  also  focus  energy  and 
attention  to  providing  the  kind  of  resources,  training  and  support 
that  helps  build  people  up  so  there  is  less  reliance  on  the  need 
for  affordable  housing.  That  is  something  we  have  not  done  a 
very  good  job  of  in  Massachusetts.  I  have  for  several  years 
been  the  chief  sponsor  of  a  number  of  bills  aimed  at  protecting 
and  expanding  affordable  housing.  The  Senate  passed  the  bill 
just  this  year  on  Expiring  use  to  provide  protection  for  families 
living  in  multi-family  housing. 

Sampan:  What  do  you  feel  about  Chinatown  residents’ fears  of 
gentrification? 

Wilkerson:  I  understand  the  fear,  and  I  think  that  it  is  legitimate.  I 
think  the  potential  result  of  gentrification  has  more  dire  conse¬ 
quences  for  Chinatown  than  any  other  community.  The  social 
and  economic  environment  that  exists  in  Chinatown  is  one  built 
on  pooling  resources  and  support  for  the  elderly  residents  by 
younger  residents  who  assist  every  day  in  translating  and  man¬ 
aging  day  to  day  life.  If  the  community  is  dispersed  it  becomes 
difficult  if  not  impossible  for  them  to  survive. 

Sampan:  What  are  your  views  on  undocumented  immigrants? 
Wilkerson:  I  do  not  support  policies  that  criminalize  undocu¬ 
mented  immigrants.  Once  undocumented  workers/immigrants  are 
here,  the  vast  majority  live  by  the  rules  of  this  country.  If  it  were 
not  for  the  fact  that  our  laws  require  social  security  numbers  for 
employment  tax  purposes,  chances  are  that  most  undocumented 
immigrants  would  go  unnoticed  or  seen  as  violating  any  laws. 
Furthermore  the  policy  of  not  allowing  undocumented  immigrants 
to  possess  a  driver's  license  is  not  only  mean  spirited  it  also 
does  not  make  sense.  I  understand  that  the  legitimate  concerns 
about  protecting  our  borders  and  fighting  against  terrorist  attacks 
must  be  addressed.  However,  I  don’t  think  the  way  to  do  so  is  to 
criminalize  all  undocumenteds. -

Parcel  24  which  is  near 
the  highway  would  be  per¬ 
fect  for  affordable  housing 
but  with  the  highway  right 
next  to  it.  It  would  produce 
a  lot  of  air  pollution  to  the 
residents  that  would  live 
there.  That  brings  up  an¬ 
other  issue  of  Chinatown, 
pollution  from  cars  and  the 
highway. 

If  everyone  in  the 
community  come  together

“Miracle  Baby  of  Vietnam” 
Meets  His  Boston  Fans

Two  weeks  ago,  Thien  Nhan,  or 
better  known  as  the  "Miracle  Baby  of 
Vietnam,"  arrived  at  Dartmouth-Hitch 
Medical  Center  in  New  Hampshire  for 
medical  treatment.  During  his  trip  to 
New  England,  he  also  made  two  stops 
in  Boston,  where  he  was  greeted  by  his 
overseas  fans. 

At  first  glance,  Thien  Nhan  appears 
to  be  another  happy-go-lucky  toddler  run¬ 
ning  on  adrenaline.  At  second  glance,  one 
cannot  help  but  notice  Thien  Nhan's  miss¬ 
ing  right  leg.  Abandoned  at  a  birth  in  the 
woods,  Thien  Nhan  was  found  three  days 
later.  His  body  was  covered  in  blood 
and  swarmed  with  ants.  During  the  first 
72  hours  of  his  life,  Thien  Nhan  was  also 
mauled  by  an  animal,  probably  a  dog, 
which  left  his  right  leg,  penis  and  testicles 
badly  injured. 

But  Thien  Nhan  survived  all  these. 
And  his  story  made  him  an  overnight 
celebrity  in  Vietnam.  When  his  story 
caught  media  attention,  letters,  personal 
visits  and  donations  flooded  in  from  all 
over  the  nation.  After  the  local  police  had 
located  his  birth  mother,  a  17-year-old 
woman,  Thien  Nhan  was  returned  to  his 
birth  family. 

Tran  Mai  Anh,  an  editor  for  Vietnam 
Airlines  inflight  magazine,  who  could  not 
get  Thien  Nhan  off  her  mind. 

"I  could  not  stop  thinking  about  him. 

I  wondered  how  he  was  doing.  Finally,  I 
told  my  husband  that  we  should  pay  him 
a  visit,"  Tran  said  in  a  meeting  with  the 
Boston  press  last 
weekend. 

In  late  2007, 

Tran  and  her  hus¬ 
band,  Phung  Quang 
Nghinh,  a  journalist 
for  the  Radio  Voice 
of  Vietnam,  set  out 
on  a  journey  from 
Hanoi  to  Quang 
Nam  to  search  for 
this  little  baby  who 
had  stolen  then- 
hearts.  When  Thien 
Nhan  was  found, 
for  the  second  time, 
his  condition  was 
just  as  heartrend¬ 
ing  as  the  first  time 
around. 

"He  was  left 
alone  in  the  house. 

The  floor  he  was 
crawling  on  was 
extremely  dirty.  It 
was  a  chilly  day, 
the  temperature  only  about  20  degrees 
Celsius,  and  yet  he  was  merely  wearing  a 
thin  layer  of  clothing  and  a  pair  of  shorts," 
Tran  said. 

Soon  after  that  visit,  Mah  Anh  and 
Quang  Nghinh  decided  they  wanted  to 
adopt  Thien  Nhan,  a  gesture  that  was 
almost  unheard  of  among  the  Vietnamese. 
Thien  Nhan's  biological  grandmother  was 
very  eager  to  give  the  baby  away  to  the 
couple,  but  in  order  to  make  the  adop¬ 
tion  legal,  they  needed  the  signature  of 
the  birth  mother,  who  was  nowhere  to  be 
found.  Despite  all  the  twists  and  turns, 
Thien  Nhan  finally  went  home  to  his  two 
adoptive  parents  and  two  elder  brothers; 
his  adoption  was  finalized  this  March. 

Finding  himself  in  an  unfamiliar 
world,  Thien  Nhan's  (meaning  "good 
person"  in  Vietnamese,  a  name  given  by 
visiting  monks)  survival  instincts  kicked 
in:  he  would  carefully  smell  every  food 
before  venturing  to  put  it  in  his  mouth. 

"He  was  also  very  good  at  peeling 
bananas.  For  a  one-year-old,  it  was  an 
impressive  skill.  The  area  where  he  was 
bom  produces  bananas.  Since  he  was  left 
alone  most  of  time,  he  might  have  learned 
to  feed  himself  bananas  to  survive,"  Tran 
said. 

During  Lis  first  few  weeks  with  his 
adoptive  family,  Thien  Nhan  hid  in  the 


comer  and  interacted  only  with  his  two 
adoptive  brothers,  aged  3  and  8.  Toys 
and  cartoons,  while  would  appeal  to  other 
children  of  his  age,  had  no  effect  on  Thien 
Nhan.  He  stared  blankly  as  if  those  visual 
stimulants  were  invisible  to  him. 

Thien  Nhan's  medical  condition  was 
also  worrisome.  His  adoptive  parents 
were  lost  trying  to  find  the  right  medi¬ 
cal  treatment  for  their  son;  unbeknownst 
to  the  couple,  help  was  already  on  the 
way.  Greig  Craft,  a  long-term  American 
businessman  in  Hanoi  contacted  Joseph 
Rosen,  a  plastic  surgeon  at  Dartmouth- 
Hitch  Medical  Center  who  travels  to 
Vietnam  every  year  to  operate  on  children 
with  cleft  palate.  Rosen  quickly  agreed 
to  treat  Thien  Nhan,  whose  injured  penis 
made  his  urination  difficult. 

Through  public  and  private  fundrais¬ 
ing  efforts.  Craft  and  several  non-profit 
organizations,  such  as  Kids  Without  Bor¬ 
ders,  raised  $50,000  for  Thien  Nhan's  trip 
to  the  U.S. 

"On  our  way  to  New  Hampshire,  we 
had  lunch  at  a  Vietnamese  restaurant  in 
Boston.  The  owners  immediately  recog¬ 
nized  Thien  Nhan  and  gave  him  a  gift 
basket.,"  said  Hoang  Thi  Na  Huohng  of 
Asian  Injury  Prevention  Foundation,  a 
non-profit  organization  founded  by  Craft. 
On  August  19,  Thien  Nan  checked  into 
the  Darmouth-Hitchcock  Medical  Center. 
His  first  surgery,  a  90-minute  urethral 
procedure  to  improve  his  urination,  was 
a  success. 

Before  continu¬ 
ing  their  medical 
journey  to  Chicago, 
the  family  once  again 
made  a  stop  in 
Boston,  where  Thien 
Nhan  discovered 
more  of  his  overseas 
fans.  Liem  Tran,  a 
Vietnamese- Ameri¬ 
can,  greeted  Thien 
Nhan  with  toys 
and  sweet  treats  at 
a  luxury  hotel  near 
Logan  Airport. 

Pulling  out  a 
Spider  Man  toy  out 
of  the  gift  bag,  Thien 
Nhan's  gasped  in 
excitement. 

"It  certainly 
takes  a  village 
to  raise  a  child," 
quipped  Tran,  who 
arranged  complimen¬ 
tary  accommodation 
for  the  traveling  family. 

Phung  Quang  Nghinh,  Thien  Nhan's 
father,  may  be  a  man  of  few  words,  but 
his  eyes  speak  volumes  about  his  affec¬ 
tions  for  son:  his  gaze  follows  Thien  Nhan 
everywhere. 

Craft,  who  accompanies  the  family  on 
their  US  trip,  said  Thien  Nan  still  requires 
extensive  medical  care  for  the  next  fifteen 
years. 

"We  will  need  a  lot  of  money  for  his 
treatment;  we  are  not  going  to  be  shy 
about  it.  We  hear  stories  about  compas¬ 
sion  and  giving  all  the  time,  but  there  is 
something  different  about  this  one  that 
manages  to  capture  the  heart  of  a  nation," 
Craft  said, 

Thien  Nhan's  story  is  unique  because 
this  tot  does  not  let  self-pity  or  pride  get 
the  better  of  him.  He  does  not  play  up  his 
misfortunes  to  win  sympathy  or  get  car¬ 
ried  away  by  his  fame.  In  fact,  he  much 
prefers  joking  about  his  one-leggedness 
with  his  brothers  to  posing  for  the  camera. 
This  two-year-old  from  Vietnam  shows 
the  world  what  it  means  to  face  life  head- 
on,  like  a  child.

As  Warm  Weather  Lasts,  Fight 
Obesity! 


Before  you  retired  five 
years  ago,  you  probably 
did  an  overview  of  your 
retirement  based  on  your 
income  and  expenses 
thinking  it  looked  doable.

I  have  a 
retired  client  who  loves  to 
golf  but  it's  expensive  and 
he  needs  some  additional 
income.  So,  he  found  a  job 
at  a  golf  course  for  a  few 
hours  in  the  morning  each 
week. 

The  big  perk  is  he 
gets  to  play  as  much  golf 
as  he  wants  for  free.  He  is 
increasing  income  while 
reducing  expenses. 

Live  with  your  chil¬ 
dren. 

If  this  is  an  option, 
it  could  be  a  win-win 
situation.  By  living  with 
your  children,  it  would 
cut  your  upkeep  costs  of 
your  own  place  and  bring 
in  assets  from  selling  your 
home.  You  could  contrib¬ 
ute  towards  some  house 
bills  which  help  them  and 


be  able  to  help  watch  the 
grandkids. 

Look  into  a  reverse 
mortgage. 

A  "reverse"  mortgage 
is  a  loan  against  your  home 
that  you  do  not  have  to  pay 
back  for  as  long  as  you  live 
there. 

With  a  reverse  mort¬ 
gage,  you  can  turn  the 
value  of  your  home  into 
cash  without  having  to 
move  or  to  repay  the  loan 
each  month.  You  pay  back 
the  loan  when  you  die,  sell 
the  home,  or  permanently 
move  out.  Costs  to  do  this 
can  be  high  and  it's  not  for 
everyone.

Workers’  Rights 
Update 


MA  has  an  office 
in  Beijing

The  Seafood  Palace 
Restaurant  kitchen  work¬ 
ers  received  a  portion  of 
their  owed  wages  in  early 
August.  Not  long  after  the 
picket,  one  of  the  workers 
revisited  the  convenience 
store  in  South  Boston;  she 
found  Kevin  Dang's  wife 
there  and  demanded  her 
pay  from  Kevin  Dang.  As 
a  result  he  promised  to 
give  them  checks  later  that 
week.  That  Friday,  the 
three  workers  met  Kevin 
Dang  at  his  lawyer's  office. 
The  lawyer  wrote  them 
checks  in  his,  not  Kevin's, 
name,  for  the  six  bounced 
checks  and  last  four  days 
of  work  they  were  not 
paid  for  -  around  $2,000  to 
$3,000  each.  To  claim  the 
checks,  he  forced  the  work¬ 
ers  to  write  statements 
they  would  not  pursue 
him  anymore.  However, 
the  restaurant  still  owes 
the  workers  vacation  pay, 
as  well  as  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars  in  over¬ 
time  and  minimum  wage 
pay.  The  workers  heard 
the  employers  recently 
received  $180,000  from  the 
restaurant's  sale,  but  it  is 
hard  to  bring  a  lawsuit  to 
collect  the  money,  because 
the  employers'  assets  are 
in  other  people's  names. 
The  Attorney  General  is 
continuing  to  investigate 
the  case. 

The  Seafood  Palace 
workers  were  supported 
in  taking  public  action  by 
members  of  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association's 
(CPA)  Workers  Center 
Coffee  Hour,  as  well  as 
Latino  workers  from 
MassCOSH's  Workers 
Center  Committee.  CPA 
Workers  Center  Committee 
members  stressed  that  it's 
important  for  workers  to 
come  together  and  unite  to 
defend  their  rights;  some 
described  their  own  experi¬ 


ence  of  being  supported  by 
other  workers  in  another 
campaign,  to  explain  why 
they  felt  it's  important  to 
stand  up  for  each  other. 

The  Attorney  Gen¬ 
eral's  company-wide 
investigation  of  C-Mart 
was  originally  instigated 
by  a  complaint  of  one 
worker  through  CPA.  Her 
complaint  made  possible 
the  $60,692  settlement  this 
past  spring.  Because  this 
worker  came  forward  with 
information,  she  had  the 
evidence  to  receive  a  larger 
settlement  than  the  other 
workers  indirectly  affected 
by  the  investigation  will 
probably  get. 

When  CPA  first 
assisted  the  worker  in 
sending  a  letter  about  her 
owed  wages,  C-Mart's 
owner,  Mr.  Miao  Kun 
Fang,  initially  tried  to  in¬ 
timidate  her  into  signing  a 
personal  settlement  agree¬ 
ment,  which  would  have 
required  her  to  waive  her 
rights.  That  agreement  for¬ 
bade  her  from  speaking  out 
about  her  situation,  and 
from  seeking  damages  for 
any  other  violations  at  C- 
Mart.  She  refused  to  sign, 
and  instead  filed  the  AG 
complaint.  In  response  to 
the  AG's  investigation,  C- 
Mart  claimed  that  its  work¬ 
ers  were  not  full-time.  The 
business  produced  false 
timesheets  that  reported 
only  part  of  the  workers' 
hours.  C-Mart  also  claimed 
it  did  not  use  a  time-clock 
(that  is  clearly  installed  on 
the  premises). 

An  attorney  from 
Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services  helped  the  worker 
who  filed  the  original  com¬ 
plaint  counter  C-Mart's 
allegations  for  her  case.  In 
the  end,  she  settled  with 
C-Mart  without  having  to 
sign  away  any  rights.  She
